THE CURTAIN NEVER FALLS $3.00 


In theVartety circuit this may “lay them in the aisles". Elsewhere, - and that 
goes for this reader - this story about a Broadway comedian who achieved top billing pro- 
fessionally and ranked as a heel humanly, leaves a bad taste in the mouth. Jackie Mason's 
rise to fame as 4 gag artist, vaudeville comedian, picture star and entertainer de luxe 
has just one moment when a spark of sympathy is kindled - and that is when he spends his 
last cent to throw a Christmas Eve party for the rest of the cast in the Baltimore theatre 
where he made a disastrous teen age debut - and nobody comes to the party. At the moment 
of deepest despair, his father, Johnny, a has-been hoofer, turns up- and rescues Jackie | 
from oblivion, From then on, through the gamut of show experience, Jackie builds the ego 
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that keeps him in the limelight, no matter at what cost; he marries his sponsor's daughter; 
he gets a setback when the Army takes over the bumps; but his faith in Jackie's divine 
right to be Jackie never flags until - at the end- he gets a double blow. His wife finds 
she doesn't have to pamper that ego any longer; and his mistress- Hollywood style- throws 
him over for a polo player. Only Johnny is left.... The lowdown - and its pretty low - on 
the racket behind dressing room doors (and bedroom doors as well).

THE LAST SPACE SHIP $2.50 


Science fiction which moves a little fast for the average twentieth century mind 
and which tells of a never-ending fight against the tyrannies of the future. With explana- 
tions, descriptions and formulae which should delight the pseudo-scientists, flabbergast 
the layman, our hero and heroine streak through space in a successful effort to break down 
the over-perfected and science-supported dictatorships. They reconquer the universe after 
utilizing the minds and abilities of the political rebels. More scientific than most, this 
requires a cognition and conditioning in this medium.

THE DARKNESS BELOW $3.00 


Anatole was a Viennese doctor studying for his American license examinations in 
New York, and supporting his wife and child on the pittance made in an off hours job. His 
career had been charted for him from childhood; with occasional rebellions, with a tendency 
to show off his strength, he was superficially content - until a summer experience opened 
new doors. The relative who had vouched for their entry found him a night job in a bakery- 
@ job that promised hard work and long hours and more pay. The wife took the little girl 
to the Catskills where she had a job. And Anatole set to work. It was a strange job,- 
dirty, hard, exhausting - and oddly fascinating, bringing out of his subconscious earthy 
things he had submerged. The bakery. became a symbol of sexual and animal power. He felt 
& growing fascination for the physical handling of the dough. He translated the impulses 
it induced into at first an imaginary- then an actual passionate liaison with the counter 
girl.

Stranded in Newark, New Jersey, they happen on a deserted saloon whose barkeep is in the 
hospital, put the tavern back on its feet as they hand out free eats with the beer; tell off

Neills make hurried trips to New York, mix in with a group of blackmailers, and along with 
some choice gossip manage to wrap it up with additional damage only to the killer. Con- 
trived, clever.

THE LAST ATTACHMENT $5.00 


* This is must reading for Byron lovers and students of English literary history, 
and recommended for the general public as a piece of fascinating and sincere biography. It 
is a fresh portrait of Lord Byron based on absolutely new and hitherto unobtainable corres- 
pondence, revealed here with great simplicity and respect for scholarly accuracy. The story 
is the story of Byron's last love affair, presumably his deepest, with the Countess Teresa 
Guiccioli of Ravenna. The Marchesa Origo has had access to 150 love letters written by 
Byron to Teresa; her hitherto unpublished Life of Lord Byron; letters from Teresa to her 
lover; letters from the young lady's brother, an ardent admirer of Byron's; documents of 
the secret police, for Byron was under suspicion for revolutionary activities while in 
Italy, and legal documents pertaining to the young woman's divorce from her husband. These 
were 811 contained in a mahogany box which Mme. Origo has access to through a great nephew 
of Teresa, who was her heir. For seventy five years they have lain untouched. In addition 
to the interest in Byron, this is a treasure trove for the Byron-Shelley period and the 
history of Italy in 1820. Presented with detachment and authenticity, the material none- 
theless gives off a rich aroma of those fargone and unbelievably romantic days, presenting 
at the same time a most interesting picture of the mind and soul of a great poet and a 
strange man. Illustrated.

Chavchavadze, Paul Houghton, Mifflin 
FAMILY ALBUM $3.00 


An anecdotal, episodic highlighting of Russia of the Czars through nostalgic re- 
call on the part of a scion of a noble Russian military family, born and brought up in 
Georgian Russia. He and his wife, Nina, of royal ancestry, are now American citizens, and 
Mr. Chavchavadze and his son, David, served in the American Army in the late war, the fa- 
ther as Army interpreter among the Russian D.P.'s in the American zone in Germany after the 
war. This gives a sort of double sight on Russia, and he has balanced off his charming and 
often amusing autobiographical and family vignettes with a study of what today's Russian 
exiles - chiefly in the lower social brackets - think of Russia today, what their ideas 
about America and Americans, a distorted portrait. Personally, I think the backward look 
has qualities that make for pleasant reading, while the contemporary picture adds little 
or nothing to the whole. The little thumbnail sketches give portraits of famous people, as 
well as entertaining bits about the author's fabulous family. Recalls somewhat some of 
Irina Skariatina's early writing.

Ouspensky, P.D. 
IN SEARCH OF THE MIRACULOUS $5.00 
This is a confession- not a report. We acknowledge - all four of us - that we 
don’t know enough to read this book with any degree of intellectual appreciation or to re- 
port it with any conviction that what we had to say would help you. So this is simply a 
statement - that the famous Russian philosopher, author of Tertium Organum, here tells the 
story of his quest for a teaching which would solve for him the problems of Man and the 
Universe. It contains a scientific exposition of the system taught by the mystic Gurdjieff.

Webster, H.T. & Calhoun, Philo Appleton-Century-Crofts 
LIFE WITH ROVER $2.75. — 


Companion volume to Who Dealt This Mess with Webster cartoons and Calhoun text, 
which is- this time- much more than expanded captions. Actually it is a humorously nostal- 
gic recall of dogs he (and his household) have owned, much of it debunking all known the- 
ories and presumably good practices in raising dogs. Completely unorthodox, and just the 
sort of book to give your hostess if she is given to sentimental attachments to her canines

Farrington, Benjamin Henry Schuman 
FRANCIS BACON: Philosopher of Industrial Revolution $3.50 


Profound research has gone into this exhaustive study of the precursor of the 
humanistic view of science and his works, and the result is astonishingly immediate in its 
interest and importance. All knowledge was his goal - and probably he came as near achiev- 
ing it as any man who ever lived. But the revolutionary idea that science ought to be ap- 
plicable to the needs of man, to industry as then conceived, and that knowledge ought to 
bear tangible fruit, is here traced in its development throughout his voluminous writings. 
Other interests in a full life- his political career, a stormy one with an ignominious end, 
and the effect of external events on his life, are touched upon so as to make this a round- 
ed story of the whole man, in an era (1561-1626) that gave the world three great discover- 
ies,- the printing press, gunpowder, the compass. While Bacon was often wrong in his as- 
sumptions (he rejected the findings of Copernicus for instance), his overall approach to 
the marriage of science and industry ushered in a new era. Special.

Leopold, Aldo Oxford 
A SAND COUNTY ALMANAC $3.50 


Essays - slight and charming enough- which range from the descriptive to the 
philosophical, and which would have very limited appeal to those who enjoy random bits of 
nature. The book falls into three sections:- Part I- the Almanac of a week-end refuge on 
e Wisconsin farm, round the seasons; II- sketches taking issue with conservation as it is 
practised, based on some forty years of observation; III- his creed of conservation, as an 
extension of ethics from people to land. The second section expands the regional interest 
from the Wisconsin locale of the first section, to the far ory of Mexico to Manitoba. He 
pulls no punches in his attack on the degeneration of sports, with bigger and better gad- 
gets, in his opinion that most conservation is local alleviation, and that land health is 
better than land doctoring. But unfortunately, the general flavor of his writing, and the 
appearance of the book, with its charming sketches by Charles W. Schwartz, do not give one 
a sense of actually challenging the reader.

Linten, Ralph & Adelin Henry Schuman 
WE GATHER TOGETHER $2.00 


A companion volume to Earl W. Count'’s 5000 Years of Christmas published last year, 
this is a similar account of the origins and traditions of the Thanksgiving holiday. Re- 
turning in time to its inception in the Old Testament, this continues downward to the Eng- 


lish Harvest Home, its transfer to America with the Pilgrims, and from contemporary sources, 


the menus, customs, entertainments entailed. And finally, after many attempts, the legal- 
ization of Thanksgiving as a national holiday during Lincoln's presidental term.... For 
younger readers as well, a brief and very simple presentation. 


Kramer, Dale A. A. Wyn 
HEYWOOD BROUN $3.50 


A kindly portrayal of that Falstaffian figure, the “inexhaustible and immeasur- 
able”® Heywood Broun, columnist, man about town, politician, crusader, whose dominant phys- 
ique (270 pounds) and personality found expression in fighting for freedom on ali levels. 
The childhood, and the Harvard years; New York and the 7ribune as sports editor, book re- 
viewer and later war correspondent; the marriage to Ruth Hale- a Lucy Stoner in belief and 
practice- which was never to prove wholly satisfactory; the start of the famous columnist 
career in 1919 as he moved over to the World; the participation in fashionable, intellect- 
ual and cafe circles; the swerve to socialism; the founding of the Newspaper Guild of which 
he was for many years an active leader; the divorce from Ruth Hale, and the second marriage, 
quieting, domesticating; and finally his death... I don't know just how much interest there 
is in Heywood Broun today- but for those who followed the man, or his writing, this will 
provide a many-sided portrait.

THE HUMAN VENTURE $2.50 


By a Professor of Philosophy at Boston University, these essays have been ad- 
dressed primarily to a younger audience- and give a clarification of the “problems of sex, 
love and marriage as part of the total search for value in life”. From a discussion of 
petting, its causes and consequences, this follows through to the sexual relationship and 
the reasons for premarital abstinence, and finally marriage as the only satisfactory solu- 
tion if a “congruent pattern of values” obtains. Motivated not by morality per se, but by 
@& practical understanding of social and personal factors, this is a sympathetic and per- 
suasive presentation of a cardinal cause of conflict. 


Evans, John Oxford 
ENGLISH ART: 1307-1461 $10.00 


* Fifth in a projected eleven volume history of English art - and first to be 
published. An excellent indication of what the history will be, in its presentation of 
the arts against a background of history. Here- in the English Gothic period- the author 
has taken advantage of the vast scope of her scene and period: She discusses secular as 
well as ecclestical art, decoration and architecture, dwelling houses, colleges (much 
that we know as Oxford and Cambridge today was built in this period). The Gothic artists 
brought a new humanism into English architecture, which became the framework for other 


d@®p decorative arts. An emphatically English character was shown in these decorative aspects 


rather than in the purely architectural phases. Superb bhookmaking- line drawings-plates- 
attractive typography. Good reading in the story of the central period of English medieval 
art, thoroughly documented, scholarly, but written with a lively sense of human appeal.

THE EDUCATION OF FREE MEN $5.00 


Wood, Morrison 


This scholarly and provocative analysis of education in America is far from easy 
reading, but has so much reward that it is worth the concentration demanded. A proponent 
for liberal education as “one that frees each and all safely and happily to live and to 
move and have his personal being in fact or in idea among the others of his choice”, he may 
take a controversial position among some traditionalists. And there's dynamite in such 
statements as "Teaching is made the art'of wearing intellectual blinders” -- and “Educa- | 
tion in progressive New York State is indoctrination in a dated grammar of assent” -- and 
many another pungent phrase. As background for his thesis, Professor Kallen (now of the 
New School, formerly of Princeton, Harvard, Wisconsin) explores the state of education in 
America, the pressure influences that shape it, (business, industry, religion, problems 
of security, war). He discusses the philosophies of such men as Jefferson, Franklin, 
Condorcet - and their contributions. He is sceptical as to the constructive contributions 
made by the extremists in for example progressive education, the faddists in various sys- 
tems of testings. He gives the reader glimpses of some exciting experiments going on, - 
the Nadean Township School project in Michigan; the Child Welfare Experimental Station at 
the University of Iowa, the Springfield Plan, and others. A book which charts no course, 
but which charges thoughtful readers to further consideration and exploration. Limited 
in appeal, unfortunately, by the approach and presentation, to those with considerable 
background and interest in the subject.

Austin, Alcine Coward, McCann 
THE LABOR STORY $2 708, 


A many times told story- of labor's struggle for a better life, but the author 
who has worked closely with the CIO in research has caught the spirit of the finer labor 
leaders and told her story with enthusiasm. The story goes back to the struggle of labor 
in Philadelphia back in the 18th century and continues down to the present fight against 
the Taft Hartley Act, through the rise and fall of successive movements, the internal 
struggles, the rivalry for leadership.

Differing from most of the hor- 
ror ridden recitals of Ivan's reign of terror, this biographer indicates the causes which 
produced the first true czar; he claims that Ivan broke with the rigid structure of the 
past and asserted the vital rights of the personality. The book has a certain timeliness, 
for the historians of the USSR lay stress on the breaking up of the feudal system, the 
identification of the state with the administrators thereof, and the chaos of the ensuing 
time of troubles following Ivan's death....From 1530 to 1584- full span of Ivan’s life, the 
domestic and international politics are dealt with in meticulous detail, interwoven with 
the events of his life. His monstrous crimes recede into the category of horrors in a time 
of horrors; his positive contribution can be less emotionally judged. There are many par- 
allels in contemporary Russian history.

An impersonal (in contrast to Stephen Winsten’s Days With Bernard Shaw) and ideo- 
logical biography of Shaw which insists primarily on relating Shaw to the “universe” in 
which he lived. This is immediately a many-faceted proposition since Shaw, author, critic, 
metaphysician, socialist, lived simultaneously in more than a halt dozen worlds. After a 
loveless childhood, the undisciplined and non-conformist bent was soon noticeable; the first 
writings revealed the ironic dialectic, the iconoclasm and the concern for objective verity 
for which he was to become famous. There is the kinship with Henry George, Bentham, Wells, 
and the Fabians who were to make socialism respectable rather than revolutionary; an analy- 
sis of the plays- individually- chronologically- their ideas and their insights; the art and 
music criticism; the political manifestoes; the romance with Ellen Terry; the war, and the 
despair which followed; the decline as “the old unity and the old complexity disintegrate”. 
A biography which is only rarely personal, but which offers an intensive interpretation of 
Shaw, the artist, the thinker, against a background of the formative intellectual influ- 
ences.

The editor of the Treasury of American Folklore andTreasury of New England Folk- 
lore with what is perhaps his most important book to date.

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Mr. Botkin has brought his scholarship, his sense of values to his monumental task. The

The rapidly 
awakening interest in Victorian antiques is accompanied by a market swamped with atrocities, 
pseudo-antiques, and claptrap sales talk. This book is designed to help the collector in- 
terested in the period, to steer away from late Victorian to early and middle, to know some- 
thing about the historical background of a much-abused period, to eliminate some notions on 
identification and clarify ideas on such matters as handmade nails, pegs, screw, saw marks, 
dovetails, hardware, dimensions and condition of lumber and so on. Sound advice and general 
picture, leading to specific study of various things worth collecting:- chairs, chests, ta- 
bles, beds, lamps, clocks, mirrors, pictures, glass, china, silver, pewter, and a miscellany 
characteristic of the times. Fully illustrated with line cuts (not too good) and photographs. 


Finer, Herman Holt 
THE THEORY AND PRACTICE OF MODERN GOVERNMENT $7.50 


A revision, brought up to date, with some of the material expanded, some rewritten. 
The book appeared first in 1932, and is considered a most penetrating study of comparative 
governments. The government of the democracies is compared with Fascist Italy, Nazi Ger- 
many, Soviet Russia. The new constitutions of the 4th French Republic, of the Soviet, are 
analyzed. The author's Road to Reaction and America's Destiny established him as a potent 
champion of democracy, a liberal in the best meaning of the word. This book, while not in- 
tended for general reading, might be considered a handbook which documents his case for 
democracy. (Double colum format makes it look rather textbooky).

MY AMERICAN HERITAGE $3.00 


A family collection, this, of everybody's favorites, prose and verse, from the 
annals of American writing.
